“We’re  also  proud  of  the  qual- 
ity of  our  students,”  he  added. 

“You  need  not  take  off  your 
bats  to  any  university  In  the  world 
as  far  as  the  quality  of  your 
schoolorship  is  concerned." 

President  Wilkinson  extolled 
students  who  work  part  time  to 
finance  their  education. 

“Regardless  of  your  background 
. . you’ll  all  be  treated  as 
equals,”  cwtinued  the  Y's  chief 
administrator,  adding  facetiously 
that  this  would  include  also  “those 
from  California.” 

MOUNT  SINAI 

“There  is  a Mount  Sinai  for 
every  student,”  stated  Wilkinson. 
He  said  it  is  part  of  the  purpose 
of  BYU  to  help  the  student  find 
it. 

Quoting  the  First  Presidency  of 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Lat- 
ter-day Saints,  President  Wilkin- 
son asserted  that  BYU  would  be- 
come the  “nrtost  proficient  insti- 
tution of  learning  in  the  world.” 

Speaking  of  the  cost  of  attend- 
ing BYU  the  President  pointed 
out  that  part  of  students’  educa- 
tion is  financed  by  the  tithes  of 
members  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  He 
said  that  the  cost  of  an  academic 
year  at  BYU  is  about  $1200  and 
added  that  this  “v  ol  u nt  a r y 


amount”  is  scarcely  more  than 
the  “involuntary”  sum  paid  an- 
nually on  the  average  by  every 
man  women  and  child  to  “our 
modern  welfare  state." 

MUST  LIVE  HONOR  CODE 

President  Wilkinson  said  stu- 
dents must  live  BYU  standards 
and  that  attendance  is  a privilege 
not  a right.  He  quoted  President 
David  0.  McKay  of  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Chirst  of  Latter-day 
Saints  in  a warning  to  BYU  offi- 
cials to  teach  against  the  “evils 
of  the  day  . . whidi  are  now 
upon  us.”  He  said  his  instructions 
from  President  McKay  were: 
“Only  students  of  acceptable  spir- 
itual and  academic  quality  should 
be  accepted  and  maintained. " 

Students  were  reminded  of 
there  “voluntary  commitment" 
during  registration  to  observe 
BYU  standards.  Specifics  pointed 
out  were  observance  of  the  law, 
honesty  In  all  doings,  abstinence 
from  ilquor,  tobacco  and  drugs 
and  a high  standard  of  moral 
conduct.  He  said  that  failure  to 
report  fellow  students  who  vio- 
late BYU  standards  is  obser\- 
ance  of  part  of  the  “code  of  the 
underworld"  and  shows  lack  of 
courage.  He  asserted  that  the

With  three  weeks  of  practice 
behind  them,  Brigham  Young 
University’s  footballers  are  wait- 
ing Saturday  night’s  opening 
game  against  New  Mexico  like 
caged  Cougars. 

Kickoff  time  for  the  Band  Night 
contest  in  BYU  Stadium  is  8 
p.m. 

Coach  Tommy  Hudspeth’s 
squad  will  be  seeking  its  third 
consecutive  victory  over  the  Lo- 
bos  and  its  third  consecutive  tri- 
umph in  season  openers. 

After  the  New  Mexico  gridders 
spoiled  the  Cougar  Stadium  in- 
augural contest  in  1964  with  a 26- 
14  win,  the  Mountain  Cats  re- 
turned the  favor  by  soundly  de- 
feating the  Lobos  twice  in  AH}u- 
querque. 

RUNAWAY  GAME 

BYU  ran  away  with  the  1965 
encounter.  42-8.  to  clinch  the  West- 
ern Athletic  Conference  title  that 
year,  then  squelched  the  Lobos 
last  season,  33-6. 

Though  New  Mexico  was  rel- 
egated to  the  WAC  cellar  this 
year  in  a pre-season  poll  of  coach- 
es and  sportswriters,  the  Wolfpack 
has  several  things  in  its  favor. 

For  one  thing,  the  LcJx)s  opened 
the  1967  campaign  last  weekend 
with  a ccmvincing  24-3  victory 
over  Idaho  State  at  Albuquerque. 

LOBOS  BETTER 
BYU  assistant  coach  Wayne 
Startin.  who  scouted  New  Mexico 
in  its  first  game,  has  said  that 
the  Lc^os  “are  a better  football 
team  with  better  personnel  than 
we  have  seen  in  the  last  two 
years"  and  pegs  the  Albuqerque 
squad  as  “the  dark  horse  candi- 
date” in  the  conference  race  this 
year. 

According  to  Startin’s  report, 
the  Lobos  have  more  passing 
prowess  than  in  the  past  and 
have  discovered  a fine  running 
back  in  sophomore  tailback  Dave 
Bookert.  who  gained  over  80 
yards  rushing  in  his  debut 
against  Idaho  State. 

COACH  CONCERNED 
Another  possible  plus  factor  in 
New  Mexico’s  favor  is  relative 
inexperience  down  BYU’s  offen- 
sive middle,  particularly  at  quart- 
erback.

“Actual  parking  citations  will 
not  be  issued  until  next  Wednes- 
day," announced  Paul  Gilbert. 
ASBYU  President,  after  receiv- 
ing an  (rfficial  release  accepting 
his  (MX>posal  Thursday  aflernocm. 

Gilbert  met  with  the  city  com- 
missioners for  several  hours  to 
reach  an  agreemwit  not  to  fine 
students  beginning  Friday.  The 
postpemement  for  actual  citations 
was  agreed  to  in  order  to  allow 
students  enough  time  to  complete 
studies  of  the  extent  of  the  park- 
ing problem. 

“All  students  should  immediate 
ly  register  their  parking  situation 
at  the  desk  in  the  step-down 
lounge  of  the  Wilkinson  Center,” 
Gilbert  emphasized. 

“Most  definitely,”  reported  Gil- 
bert. “the  commissioners  will  not 
repeal  the  ordinance.”  Hopefully 
students  who  register  their  situa- 
tion will  gain  an  exemption  from 
fines  until  such  time  the  landlords 
provide  adequate  parking. 

In  an  ofhcial  announcement 
from  the  commission,  the  city  offi- 
cials expressed  their  apiM*eciation 
for  the  cooperation  of  the  student 
leaders  at  BYU  and  for  their

TomoiTow  morning  marks  the  beginning 
of  the  first  real  weekend  of  the  school  year. 
For  many  students  it  will  be  a weekend  of 
study.  For  others  it  will  be  a two  day  party. 
For  most  it  will  be  a partial  rest  and  a 
chance  to  see  BYU  win  its  first  football 
game  of  the  season. 

If  this  year  is  like  other  years,  some 
students  will  be  so  overcome  by  cheering 
and  celebrating  that  they  will  be  unable 
to  participate  in  church  meetings  on  Sun- 
day. Instead  they  will  have  to  have  a date 
Sunday  afternoon  or  study  hard  in  order 
to  recover  for  school  on  Monday. 

If  this  year  is  really  like  other  years 
the  weekend  will  establish  a pattern  which 
will  characterize  the  rest  of  the  year.  Those 
who  make  the  effort  to  attend  church  and 
lend  their  time  and  talents  to  it  will  find 
themselves  well  rewai'ded  and  will  probably 
continue  to  attend.  Those  who  stay  home 
to  recover  or  study  will  probably  find  that 
recuperation  will  take  all  year  and  study 
will  keep  them  busy  every  Sunday. 

This  year  President  Wilkinson  has  clear- 
ly stated  the  relationship  between  the 
Church  and  the  University.  The  major  share 
of  your  school  expense  is  underwritten  by 


the  Church.  Everyone  attending  the  school 
has  agreed  to  maintain  standards  expected 
of  church  members.  Active  church  mem- 
bers who  are  helping  to  pay  for  your  educa- 
tion have  been  denied  entrance  so  that  you 
can  attend. 

There  is  a strong  moral  obligation  for 
BYU  students  to  support  Church  activities 
while  at  school,  but  even  more  important 
is  the  inherent  need  of  a developing  mind 
for  spiritual  grow^th  and  exercise  as  a com- 
pliment to  intellectual  stimulation.  Past 
years  have  shown  that  students  who 
have  the  most  problem  with  adjustment  or 
behavior  have  been  those  who  have  failed  to 
take  an  active  part  in  Church  activities. 

BYU  is  unique  among  American  univer- 
sities for  the  emphasis  and  credence  which 
it  gives  to  God's  relationship  to  man  in 
general,  and  the  developing  intellectual  in 
particular.  While  we  are  helping  the  uni- 
versity to  excel  in  academic  and  athletic 
areas  we  must  also  lend  our  efforts  to  the 
development  of  spiritual  excellence  for  our- 
selves and  the  school  which  w'e  are  a part  of. 

Let’s  show  New  Mexico  a united  Cougar 
front  on  Saturday  night  and  then  let’s  all 
show  up  on  Sunday  morning  to  acknowledge 
the  source  that  makes  it  possible.  s.  g.

homes  and  fruit  orchards  in  its 
wake. 

The  huricane  spun  off  27  torna- 
does in  South  and  Central  Texas 
and  trampled  range  country  with 
winds  and  torrents  of  rain.  The 
Previous  record  for  tornadoes 
spawned  by  a hurricane  was  17  by 
Isabel  in  1964. 

Beulah  was  blamed  for  35  deaths 
—IB  in  the  Caribbean  and  Mexico 
and  six  more  in  Texas,  of  whom 
four  were  blamed  on  tornadoes  and 
two  from  drowning.  Texas  injuries 
totaled  17.  The  citrus  crop  loss 
was  estimated  at  $50  million  and 


many  millicMis  to  homes  and  streets 
and  businesses. 

The  New  Orleans  Weather  Bureau 
said  in  its  midnight  EDT  advisory 
that  Beulah  was  cent«'ed  near  lat- 
itude 27.7  north  and  longitude  96.2 
west,  some  45  miles  west-southwest 
of  Corpus  Christ!  and  moving  north- 
northwest  around  8 miles  per  hour, 
weakening  steadily.  Hi^iest  winds 
were  estimated  at  80  miles  per 
hour  near  the  center— barely  into 
the  hurricane  range— and  gale 
force  winds  extended  200  miles 
from  the  center. 

The  Department  of  Public  Safety 
said  the  coastal  town  of  P<«1  Isa- 
bel. a town  jutting  toward  the 
Gulf  at  the  southern  tip  of  Texas 
and  with  populaticm  around  10,000, 
was  85  per  cent  destroyed.  Laguna 
Heights  bad  at  least  75  per  cent 
of  its  homes  damaged,  and  some 
other  smaller  communities  suffered

PICTURES:  For  many 
turies,  man  has  tried  to  captu“ 
his  experiences  and  recor 
them.

Near 
ly  one  hundred  years  ago  i 
became  possible  to  make 
really  accurate  reproduction  o 
a scene.  This  development  wa: 
known  as  photography.  It  reall] 
was  a tremendous  advancemen 
in  the  knowledge  of  man. 

But  photographs  were  stil 
classified  as  a static  art.  I; 
was  necessary  for  the  artist  oi 
the  photographer  to  decide  or 
an  infinitesimal  instant  of  time 
and  record  it  permanently.  This 
is  a tremendous  restriction. 

'Then  a few  decades  ago  it 
was  discovered  that  if  a rapid 
enough  succession  of  picturej 
were  shown  to  a person,  the  ey* 
recorded  them  as  a motion  pic- 
ture. This  was  discovered  from 
the  same  phenomenon  as  run- 
ning past  a board  fence,  which 
allows  you  to  see  what  is  hap- 
pening on  the  other  side  through 
the  cracks  between  the  boards. 
Sixteen  flashes  a second  look 
like  a continuous  motion  to  the 
eye. 

So  with  your  little  movie 
camera,  you  take  sixteen  a sec- 
ond of  Junior  pushing  the  pup- 
pies away  and  licking  the  milk 
up  out  of  the  pan.  And  every- 
one howls  with  laughter— which 
mirth  wouldn’t  be  created  at  all 
by  a still  picture.  A mountain 
stream  is  a joy  forever,  but  if 
the  water  runs,  it  is  infinitely 
more  beautiful  than  if  it  is 
frozen  tight  in  a still  picture.
